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BUCKLEY  TO  BE  DISTINGUISHED  LECTURER 


Those  of  you  who  watched  William 
F.  Buckley,  Jr.  contending  with  his 
adversary,  John  Galbraith,  on  the  TO- 
DAY Show  during  the  Republican  Con- 
vention will  be  aware  of  the  pungent 
wit  and  cerebral  style  of  the  noted 
author,  editor  and  lecturer. 

And,  if  you  read  last  month’s 
Accent,  you  will  know  that  William  F. 
Buckley,  Jr.  has  been  designated  the 
Avila  College  Harry  S Truman  Dis- 
tinguished Lecturer  for  1976.  He  will 
be  here  on  campus  September  15,  at  8 
p.m.  in  the  Goppert  Theatre,  taking 
up  “Some  of  the  Problems  of  Free- 
dom.” 

Buckley  will  be  cited  by  Sr.  Olive 
Louise  Dallavis  for  living  up  to  the 
ideals  of  the  late  president  in  speak- 
ing with  integrity  and  authority  on 
topics  of  national  interest  to  his  fellow 
man.  He  is  the  third  lecturer  since  the 
Truman  Series  was  inaugurated  in 
1971  by  Avila  with  the  approval  of 
the  Truman  family. 

A 1950  graduate  of  Yale,  Buckley 
soon  made  a place  for  himself  in  the 
media,  founding  the  National  Review 
in  1955,  beginning  his  weekly  syndi- 
cated column  “On  The  Right”  in 
1962,  and  authoring  or  contributing 
to  numerous  books  and  publications. 

He  hosts  a weekly  TV  show,  “Firing 
Line”  and  his  honorary  degrees  are 
too  numerous  to  mention. 

Introducing  Mr.  Buckley  will  be 
Bob  Wallerstedt,  President  of  Columbia 
Union  Bank.  Master  of  ceremonies 
for  the  evening  will  be  Bob  Worm- 
ington,  General  Manager  of  KBMA  TV 
and  chairman  of  Avila’s  Community 
Relations  Committee.  His  committee  is 
comprised  of  Virginia  Murphy,  Barry 
West,  Howard  Bunton,  Gar  Cantrell, 
John  O’Hern,  Jan  Kreamer,  Lou  Son- 
dern  and  Sister  Olive  Louise  Dallavis. 

Ouestions  from  the  audience  will 
be  permitted  following  the  speech, 
and  a student  reception  for  Buckley 
is  planned  in  the  Marian  Centre 
Lounge.
